“Imagine what me and Ric 
would do to Steamboat and 
Youngblood? We'd drive them 
outta wrestlin’.

Windham’s start in professional 
wrestling began rather uncon- 
ventionally.

“I was a referee, and a pretty 
good one at that,” recalled 
Windham. “I did a good, fair job. 
Didn’t allow any fooling around or 
take any guff from anyone. And I 
think working as a ref really helped 
give me a good perspective on 
wrestling life. 

“I saw what real in-fighting’s all 





about, how the subtle tricks are 
achieved, the little stuff you only 
get through years of experience. 

“After refereeing, I knew I had 
to become a pro wrestler. | was 
hooked,” said Windham, grinning. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, was the 
site of Windham’s pro debut.
